McMurtry>s company in the new trust 
bas been suspected for some time, but 
never con armed until within the past 
few days. Tbe combination will great- 
ly increase the importance of the 
sheet steel company. 


Coshocton seems well pleased with 


tbe plan of locating an independent 
steel company in this city, and the 
opinion is very general tbat the board 
should endeavor to land the industry 
if possible. The site selected by the 
company, the old Pan Handle gravel 
pit, is near enough to the board of 
trade second addition to increase in 
value the hold ings of lot owners.

ter enough for the seventy-six million 
people who inhabit this fair land of 
ours." 


"There are in this -.country 16,292,- 


360 miich cows. This would mean 
nearly one milch cow for every Hve 
people, but of course all th'e milk is 
not made into butter. 


"Even with the oleo competition 


the farmers have -greatly increased 
the number of milch cows in the last 
ten years. There are fonp million 
more cows now than in 1890. Ten 
years ago the average price of a milch 
cow was 823.27. Today the average 
value of a milch cow is 931.60. 


"The oleb people who have been op-

PROPERTY LOSSES QUITE SERIOUS.> 


Half » Milllou Blaze la Chicago, 


During the Progreas of Which Sev- 
eral Firemeu Are Injured—Canning 
Factory and Grocery Gutted—Fatal 
Explosion Near Detroit. 
Chicago, Jan. 26.—Fire of a myster- 


ious origin destroyed the big whole- 
sale glassware and crockery store of 
Pitkiu &, Brooks, causing a loss of 
$550,000 and injuring several flremea. 
The latter were hurt by falling glass- 
ware or scorched by flames which sud- 
denly burst from the windows. 
The 


flre was first discovered in the rear 
part of the second story, and evidently 
had been burning slowly some time. 
Adjacent buildings, though seriously 
threatened, wore saved. In front of 
the Pitkin & Brooks building is the 
Union Elevated loop railway, which 
was damaged somewhat by the intense 
heat. The loss on the building is $50,- 
000; on stock $500,000, all well insured. 


Destructive Bush Fires. 


Vancouver, Jan. 26.—The destruction, 


by bush fires in Australia, according to 
advices by the steamship Aorangi, has 
been appalling. Many people are drop- 
ping dead from heat, the thermometer 
running up to 115 and 120 in. the shade. 
Hundreds of families have been burned 
out. Many marvelous rescues were 
made. One man in a farmer's wagon, 
drove 169 persons from the fire circle 
and sure death, three miles to a. river, 
where they all remained immersed with 
their mouths and noses above water 
oaly, until the fire passed over them. 
Many miles of grain have been de- 
stroyed and great droves of sheep and 
cattle.

•New York, Jan. 26.—The four-story 


brick building occupied by Lehn &

Immediate Legislation Urged 


In Behalf of Filipinos. 


CIVIL GOVERNMENT IS REQUESTED. 


1 lni« H«ld by I he Comrnluloa to Bit 


Kk|* Kor lu KctublUiiiueat—Liquor 
Traftto In th» PblllpplUM Claimed 
to H» Under Cuutrol—Extra Session 
Talk—(JuugrriHtloiial l*roc4»edtuK*- 
Washington. Jan. 26.—Senator De- 


pew (N. Y.) delivered in the-senate 
a forceful address In support of the 
•hipping bill. The address was in the 
nature of an appeal for the upbuilding 
of the American merchant marine by 
the granting of subsidies, as provided 
for in the • pending measure. Little 
progress was made with the Indian ap- 
propriation bill. An hour of the ses- 
sion was consumed in the passage of 
private pension bills. 


•Mr.-'Towne (Minn.) offered a resolu- 


tion urging immediate cessation of 
hostilities in the Philippine Islands and 
recognizing the independence of the 
Filipinos. He gave notice he would 
address the senate upon it Monday. 


The suggestions in the president's 
, message sent to the senate urging im- 


mediate legislation in the interest ot 
the Filipinos caused general surprise 
among senators, and occasioned spec- 
ulation upon the probability of an ex- 
tra session of congress immediately 
after March 4. Senators generally say 
they have had no intimation from the 
White House that a special session of 
the entire congress may be desirable, 
but they unite as one man in saying 
that no Philippine legislation ia possi- 
ble during the remaining five weeks of 
the present session. The Spooner bill, 
empowering the president-in his dis- 
cretion to declare the insurrection in 
the Philippines ended and to establish 
a civil government, is the only general 
measure now before the senate. 


Accompanying the president's, mes- 


sage was Secretary Roofs letter trans- 
mitting a. report made by the Philip- 
pine commission on Jan. 24. The com- 
mission -gives an account of the prog- 
ress made in the pacification of the 
country and the gradual subsidence of 
guerrilla warfare. The report declares 
that thousands of insurgents have sur- 
rendered recently and taken the oath 
of allegiance. The immediate passage 
of the Spooner bill is urged, as it is 
held that conditions justify the estab- 
lishment of civil government, which 
the commission believes would be more 
efficient to secure peace -than army 
control. Under existing conditions the 
Bale ot public- lands and allowances ot 
mining claims are impossible. 


The unfortunate reverses of the 


United States troops at Sinoloan and
